PARTICULARS of ESTATES, PROPERTY and FUNDS. 



The Society have a piece of ground in Kildare-street, purchased free from annual rent from the 
late Luke White, Esq. for the sum of 1,853^. Irish currency, on a lease of lives renewable for 150 
years from the year 179S. 

Thcv have another niece of ground, which is held from Colonel White under a lease for 900 years 
from 1834 at an annual rent of 110/. Irish currency; this piece of ground is immediately adjoining 
the former, and upon those premises they have erected a large school house and suitable buildings 
for the various offices which the operations of the Society require, and wherein the general business 
of the institution is transacted. 

The Society in the year 1823 took the house No. 2, Kildare-street, contiguous to their premises, 
at a rent of 130/. late currency per annum, without fine, and with a clause of surrender, where 
schoolmistresses sent up from the country to their female model school for instruction ai^ boarded 

andlodsed- part of the premises serve for storage of their stock of printed books, «c. Iheyhave 

also at the rear of these premises a house held from Colonel White, at 2i 1. per annum, with a clause 
of, surrender. 

The Society are also in possession of 193Z. 165. British four per cent. Government Stock, pur- 
chased with a legacy from the late W. P. Lefanu, Esq. 

The Society are in receipt of annual subscriptions and occasional donations. These appear in the 
fbregoing Account. 

It is necessary to observe, that the funds of the Society are subject to a charge exceeding several 
thousand pounds for grants actually made for the assistance of country schools, though not yet 
issued. 

There are also some small accounts outstanding, which were not furnished or paid within the year, 
therefore could not be included in the foregoing Account. 

Besides the properties before-mentioned, and the cash balance in favour of the public as already 
stated, the Society possess some trifling articles of stationery, and coal for the use_ of the Society, 
and a variety of scliool requisites, paper and books for the purpose of sale and distnbutiobn, valued 
as follows ; viz.

Mr. Nimmo, the accountant, 
being therefore unacquainted witli the accuracy required by this office, in the manner of supporting the expenditure by vouchers, We hare felt 
ourselves justified, under a similarity of circumstances, in exCendiug to him, in theanriit of this Account (for the year ending 5lh Jan, 1826), 
the same relaxation of the rigour of our usual system, and under the same Umilations, as had been done in the Accounts alluded to, tbu 
reasons for which have been given largely in detail in our Seventeenth Rqport to Parliament, and to which We beg leave to refer. 

The remaining Accounts for the succeeding years to the fith January 18S9, not having been sent to out office till the Accountant had been 
trained by the discipline of the examination of the former Accounts, We are glad to have it in our power to stale, that the labour of cur cxunii- 
nation lias been greatly diminished, the result of the experience gained by Mr. Nimmo.andof his attention to the rules prescribed for his guid- 
ance in the vouching of his Accounts, and which the comparatively inconsiderable amount of Disallowances We have felt it our Umy to make 
on these Accounts will supply the beat proof. Mr. Nimmo has slated to Us, that he is employing tbs most diligent exertions to procure 
efficient vouchers in support of the sums disallowed in former Accounts, and has a reasonable hope that he will he able ultimately to sub- 
stantiate the Credits, and thus reduce the amount of the Balance appearing against him at the foot of the present Account.

The annual Audit of the Accounts of the Infirmaries of Counties and Hospitals of Public or 
Royal Foundation, provided for by the 46th Geo. 3, c. 95, being repealed by the 52d Geo. 3, c. 52, 
the Commissioners of Public Accounts, in the exercise of the discretion confided to them by the 
15th section of the last recited Act, have confined their annual audit to the Accounts of those 
Hospitals and Infirmaries which are situated in cities and towns-corporate, as the funds intrusted' 
to their management are, in most instances, permanent, and of considerable magnitude ; but the 
funds of the Infirmaries of counties being in general limited to voluntary subscriptions from 
individuals, and sums presented by grand juries at assizes, before whom the respective treasurers 
are obliged to account, and the Board of Accounts, convinced by experience that no benefit 
proportioned to the trouble given to the Accountants, who render their services gratuitously, or to 
the laliour of the office-audit, has resulted to (he Public from the annual examination of these 
Accounts, have determined to discontinue such annual audit, but have desired that the Accounts 
required by the 46th Geo. 3. c. 95, should be transmitted annually to ibelr office, that the Board, 
if they should see any occasion, or should be required by Government, may examine them. 

The county Infirmaries receive of Public Money only the sum of 92 1. 2 d. annually, which, 

by the 5th Geo. 3, c. 29, is appropriated to the payment of the surgeon’s salary.
